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THE OVERVIEW BODY AND THE STRUCTURE OF THE OVERVIEW BODY. 

2. ON QUESTION OF MANDATE, INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRY REPS 
MADE THE POINT THAT THEY DID NOT WISH THE OVERVIEW 

BODY TO NEGOTIATE BINDING AGREEMENTS NOR TO GET INVOLVED 
IN DETAILED SUBSTANCE THAT COULD BE BETTER DISCUSSED IN 
SPECIALIZED BODIES. G-77 STRESSED THEIR DESIRE THAT 
THE OVERVIEW BODY INVOLVE REPRESENTATION AT A HIGH LEVEL 
AND THAT IT WORK TO ACHIEVE AGREEMENT ON OUTSTANDING ISSUES

L.72 (REF A) AND PARA 4 OF G-77 RESOLUTION L.44 (TRANSMITTED 
BELOW)

DECIDES FURTHER THAT THIS COMMITTEE SHALL ASSIST THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY BY ACTING AS THE FOCAL POINT IN OVERSEEING 
AND MONITORING THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE DECISIONS AND 
AGREEMENTS REACHED IN THE NEGOTIATIONS ON THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF THE NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER IN APPROPRIATE BODIES 
OF THE UNITED NATIONS SYSTEM, PROVIDING THE NECESSARY

3. MAIN CONCESSION MADE BY G-77 IN ABOVE WORDING WAS 
ELIMINATION OF THE WORD "NEGOTIATIONS" ON ALL OUT- 
STANDING ISSUES. G-77 REQUESTED THAT WE DROP OUR REFERENCE 
TO IDENTIFICATION OF NEW ISSUES AND GAPS IN THE ONGOING WORK 
OF BODIES IN THE UN SYSTEM. THEY RECOGNIZED 

THAT IN THE EXPLORATION AND EXCHANGE OF VIEWS WITH RESPECT 

TO GLOBAL ECONOMIC PROBLEMS AND PRIORITIES, IT 

SHOULD BE UNDERSTOOD THAT THE TASK WOULD 

INDEED BE IDENTIFICATION OF NEW ISSUES AND GAPS IN THE WORK 

OF UN BODIES. THEIR OBVIOUS PROBLEM STEMMED FROM OIL- 

PRODUCING COUNTRY CONCERNS ABOUT EMPHASIZING THE ENERGY 

ISSUE IF THIS FUNCTION WERE MADE EXPLICIT. 

4. ON DISCUSSION OF STRUCTURE, MEMBERS OF THE EUROPEAN

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OVERVIEW BODY. G-77 MADE IT CLEAR THAT THEY COULD NOT

INDISTRIALIZED COUNTRIES INSISTED ON THIS FORUM IT WOULD 
MAKE FUTURE NEGOTIATIONS EXTREMELY DIFFICULT.PROBABLY 
IMPOSSIBLE. G-77 EXPRESSED SOME SYMPATHY, HOWEVER, 
CONCERNING THE RELUCTANCE TO ESTABLISH AN ENTIRELY NEW 
COMMITTEE OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. THEREFORE, THEY SAID 
THAT THEY WOULS SERIOUSLY CONSIDER THE IDEA THAT THE
